If the General does decide to 
prepare a book or series of arti- 
cles, his friend said, Eisenhower 
will wait until he has left the 
Army a month or so hence to be- 
come President of Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

Whatever the General writes, 
his friend said,’ probably will be 
an account of the war and the 
European campaign rather than 
an autobiography. 

Eisenhower has considered do- 
ing a book for some time, but has 
been too busy to tackle the job up 
to now. 

During the war he kept no regu- 
lar diary, but when opportunity 
occured would dictate or pencil 
his own notes. These he has pre- 
served and will use as a guide for 
whatever he may undertake. 


Only One Person | 


Lynched in ‘47; 
31 Prevented 


Only one person was lynched 
in the United States in 1947, while 
at least 31 lynchings were: pre- 
vented, the Tuskegee Institute dis- 
closed in statistics sent to The 
- Constitution. 

This compared with six lynch- 
ings in 1946, one in 1945, two in 
1944, and three in 1943. The lone 
victim was Willie Earle, 24-year- 
old Negro charged with stabbing 
and robbing a white taxi driver 
in South Carolina. 

The Institute listed among the 
six “borderline cases” which were 
not listed as lynchings because of 
insufficient evidence, the case of 
Joe Nathan Roberts, ‘at Sardis, Ga. 
Other “borderline cases” were in 
Florida and North Carolina. 

Twenty-four lynchings were 
prevented by law enforcement of- 
ficers: four by persons who saved 
themselves from mobs: two by 
persons not officers of the law, 
and one instance in which the 
Victim, left as dead by the mob, 
survived bullet wounds. Of these 
instances, 27 were in the South 
and four outside the South. A to- 
tal of 39 persons—33 Negroes and 
six whites—were thus saved from 
death at the hands of mobs. 

During the year, 44 persons 
were indicted as participants in 
Iynchings or attempted lynchings, 
and 44 were freed.

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Curtailing the Book Lists 


Although it did not go as far as we 
had hoped, we congratulate the State 
Board of Education on its decision to re- 
strict the number of texts available under 
the free school book law. 

We had urged that a very limited list 
he authorized, say of two or three books 
per subject per grade in basic courses. 
There is no reason, as we see it, why the 
same first-grade arithmetic or third-grade 
history should not be taught all over the 
State. 

The State Board, while allowing con- 
siderable freedom of choice to the indi- 
vidual teacher, has nevertheless narrowed 
the field appreciably and there is reason 
to hope that, realizing the logic of stand- 
ardizing school systems throughout the 
State so that transfers can more readily 
adapt themselves, the Board will continue 
to restrict the approved textbook list. 
But perhaps even more important to 

average taxpayer was the Board's 
action in providing that, having selected 
a text, a local school system must continue 


the 


it in use for at least four or five vears. 
This will prevent abuse of the selective 
privilege, eliminating frequent changes 
due to the pressure of publishing house 
salesmen. These persuasive gentlemen, 
understandably anxious to increase their 
commissions, have cost the State hundreds 
of thousands of dollars by getting teachers 
to change to new texts while the old ones 
were yet serviceable. 

It has been the case in Georgia that 
virtually any book brought out by any 
publishing firm immediately became 
available on the approved list. B\ limit- 
ing the list, and restricting changes, the 
State should be able to buy in sufficient 
quantities to warrant a considerable dis- 
count. 

We trust that the State Board will in- 
sist that it be quoted the lowest possible 
manufacturer’s price and that, if such 
wholesale purchasing does not make for 
appreciable economies, it consider the pos- 
sibility of setting up a press and bindery 
and publishing its own texts. 


GE Does Something About Prices 


Inflation is like the weather. Every- 
body talks about it, but nobody does any- 
thing about it. 

Nobody, that is, except a few people 
like the policy-makers at General Electric, 
which yesterday announced\over-all price 
reductions averaging five percent on its

The move, to be sure, is of relatively 
no consequence in itself, even though it 
will save consumers an estimated $50,000.- 


000 in 1948. But, as an example which we 
hope will be generally followed, it could 
have a far-reaching effect. 

GE’s plan differs from the ill-fated 
Newburyport venture in that the latter 
sought to roll prices back from the retail 
level, while GE is able to do it all along 
the line. , 

It is a commendable. gesture which 
could develop into something more if other 
manufacturers will only follow suit. 


Dr. Weltner's Success at Oglethorpe 


When Dr. Philip Weltner took charge 
of Oglethorpe University six years ago, al- 
most to the day, he set out to rebuild from 
the financial and scholastic ruins an insti- 
tution which forever would remain small, 
but which would offer superlative instruc- 
tion. 

In the four vears that have intervened, 
a short span as the life of a university 
goes, Dr. Weltner has succeeded_in-an un- 
common sort of way. It was recognition 
of this success that brought the latest gift 
of $100,000 from the William Randolph 
Hearst Foundation. 

This sum gives Oglethorpe a total en- 
dowment of approximately $500,000. The 
institution, thanks to the indefatigable la- 
bors of Dr. Weltner, is in excellent finan- 
cial health. The morass of debt, much of 
it not even recorded, which he found when 
he assumed office, has been straightened 
out and an orderly fiscal policy developed. 


But though Dr. Weltner’s achievements 


from a financial standpoint have been 
nothing short of remarkable, it is his vision 
of Ogiethorpe’s place in higher education 
that has put Georgia and the South much 
in his debt. 


For in these times of spe-- 


cialization—when the highly trained are 
conspicuous in abundance but the truly 
educated difficult to find—Dr. Weltner’s 
program of instruction for creative en- 
deavor promises to cast its small but bril- 
liant light over the entire educational field 
of the South. 

Dr. Weltner does not underrate com- 
petence. But he believes competence can 
reach its ultimate only when technical per- 
fection, or its human equivalent, is accom- 
panied by an. understanding of one’s self 
and of others. That constitutes citizenship 
in its broadest sense, and it also is the 
essence of education. 

Such a program could not be carried 
out effectively in a large, unwieldy insti- 
tution. Oglethorpe, therefore, will remain 
Next year it will enroll its maxi- 
mum of 300 students. And there will con- 
tinue to be at least one instructor for each 
10 students. . 

Dr. Weltner not only has proved him- 
self an able administrator. He has sin- 
gled out a great lack in our present edu- 
cation facilities and has evolved a program 
to plug the gap.. Géorgians rejoice in his 
SUCCESS.

So, since I didn’t even know I was getting the back of a hand, 
I never felt it.

‘Butterfly’ Story 
Enacted in Reverse 


Not quite the same plot as the opera, even 
in reverse More brutal, but with points of 
similarity. 

The Japanese was, a score and more of years ago, in the con- 
sular service of his Emperor. He was stationed at several Ameri- 
can cities on the West Coast. There he met, courted and married 
an American woman. 

She went back with him to Japan and for 20 years they lived 
together in Shanghai, well to co, prominent socially and, apparently 
happy together. 

Came Dec. 7, 1941, and the Pearl Harber shock. 

Promptly on the outbreak of war between Japan and the U. S., 
this distinguished Shanghai character opened the front door of his 
residence and, literally, kicked his American wife out into the street 
to fend for herself. 


Frankly, that is all I know of the story. Just the 
Incomplete central, brutal incident. I know it is incomplete. 
In m¥x own mind are scores of questions I would like answered. 

Who was this American who married a Japanese, before she 
was married? What type of home did she know as an American 
girl? 

Did she and her Jap husband have any children? 
the truth about their marriage? Did they really get along in 
surface amity through those 20 years? Or was their life together 
a thing of bitter quarreling, unknown to outsiders? 

And, the most pressing question of all, what happened to her 
after her husband kicked her out of his home? Is she alive today? 
How did she get through the war years? If she did. 

There is a terrific plot there, if the whole story could be re- 
vealed. 

The man who told me the incident was a recent visitor to At- 
lenta. An English businessman who had spent the entire period 
of the war in a Japanese internment camp at Shanghai. 

Prior to the war, this Englishman had held an important, high- 
salaried post as representative, for all China, of one of the world’s 
bigger corporations. 

He had reached the age of retirement, but on request of his firm, 
had agreed to one cong pang of service. He reached Shanghai 
late in 1941. On Dec. his family was on boardsship en route 
to join him. They reached Australia, instead, and waited out the 
war years there. 

(He told me he wouldn't have recognized his son, now 18, but 
only 10 when he last saw him, if he had met him on the street.) 


What was 


| “The war years,” he said, “for me were 
Four Lost Years simply four lost years, a gap taken out of 
my life. 

“For my sins, they chose me commandant of the internment 
camp. My fellow inmates, half starved, or worse, thought I did 
not intervene for them with sufficient force, while the Jap com- 
mander told me he did the best he could with the food available. 

“Our first Jap commander was, for a Jap, a‘\quite decent chap. 
Perhaps because he was so decent he was relieved and another 
Jap moved into his place. This second fellow was an absolute 
swine. An outright swine.” 

(Then came the incident of the discarded American wife—the 
second Jap camp com nde: was the brutal Jap husband.) 

“Later,” said my English acquaintance, “they formed a new 
camp for older people, men and women over 50. They hadn't been 
interned in the earlier months of the war. And they sent me to 
help prepare the new camp and to look after the old folks, many 
of whom were feeble. \ 

“There was one man of 82, a bishop, who told me, at the end 
of the war, he felt he should be grateful to the Japs for not placing 
him in an internment camp. And he had been in the camp for 14 
months, but was so feeble, in mind as well as body, he had never 
realized what had happened to him.” 

He gave me many startling glimpses of life inside an intern- 
ment camp in war. Rut I do wish he could have told me the full, 
life story of that unfortunate American woman who married a Jap.

W ASHINGTON—The die has been cast ins 
far as Henry A, Wallace's third party candidacy 
for the Presidency ig concerned. 


There is hardly any likelihood of the conditions he imposed on 


his withdrawal from the race being met. -At a news conference fol- 
lowing his Monday night broadcast he said he would withdraw from 
the Presidential picture “should either of the major parties become 
definitely a peace party before the election.” 

It is a matter of what may be considered to be the basis of @ 
peace party. 

Nor is there any likelihood of the Wallace third party campaign 
lagging from any lack of funds. The Republicans, we may assume, 
will see to it that he is provided with all the campaign contributions 
needed to keep the movement alive. 


It will be to the Republicans’ advantage fo divert as much money 
to the Wallace campaign as possible. For every dollar spent in pro 
moting the third party will be an indirect investment in a Repub 
lican victory.

able to go in corralling liberal support which otherwise 
might be expected to go to the Democratic ticket. On this question 
opinion is still divided, though the weight of the argument is on the 
side of the Republicans.

He might, for example, 
poll from five to 12 percent of the vote in states like New York, [lt 
nois and California. In a close election that could mean the defeat 
of the Democratic ticket. 


Solace The chief solace to Democrats in the situation is the feel. 

ing that if President Truman wins at all he will win by 
= comfortable marzin—enough to absorb any defections to Wallace 
without affecting the outcome. 

It is a feeling based on the history of all Presidential elections 
since the advent of radio as a vehicle for dissemination of public in- 
formation. Radio has made it possible for people to sit in their 
homes and hear the issues of a campaign discussed personally by the 
various candidates. 

Since it was first brought into general use there has not been a 
single close Presidential election. The tendency has been for the 
country generally to veer in much the same direction, probably the 
result of the people being able to hear all of the major speeches de- 
livered by the respective candidates. 


Whether this is the cause or not, it is interesting 
Mass Appeal to note that since the introduction of radio as a 
common piece of household equipment every winning candidate for 
the Presidency has won by a landslide. It may be taken t mean 
that a great majority of the American people are capable of thinke 
ing pretty much along the same lines, when the issues are brought 
to them personally. , 

If this condition holds true in the 1948 election, Democrats rea.

Abdicating 
To the Police Arm? 


WASHINGTON—It is an uncomfortable experi- 
ence to read the tortuous and involved statement 
by Seth W. Richardson, Chairman of the Loyalty 

Review Board, detailing the intricate mechanism of the new system for 
searching out “disloyal” Government employees. 
It is like an apologetic preamble to a police state. 


Most disturbing of all—and 
this is the key— is the groveling 
to the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation in yielding to its insistence 
that the accused be not permitted 
te face his accusers which, as we 
have always understood it, is a 
cardinal principle of our Anglo-

distasteful to us as a people, 
@roused misgivings in Mr. Rich- 
ardson, as he revealed in this 
Statement: 

“The point has been vigorously 
presented to us as follows: ‘Every 
employee accused of disloyalty 
should be given the right to con- 
front his accusers, and subject 
them to cross-examination.’ This 
contention has obvious force, and 
presents grave considerations to 
us. Why have we been unable to 
accept it?” 


THE ANSWER is simply that 
the FBI! did not want it done that 
way. Its explanation was that few 
of its sources would remain avail- 
able if they were not kept confi 
Gential. Mr. Richardson further 
confessed his doubts about this 
surrender of basic principle, as 
Ioliows: 

“So serious is such a situation 
that it has been strongly urged 
upon us by responsible persons 
that, rather than permit’ such a 
situation to exist, the entire loyal 
ty program should be abandoned, 
even if the Government be com 
pelled to cease attempting to 
screen out its disloyal employees ”

responsible persons certainly 
had a strong point.

Yet in this instance what 
happened was that the Govern- 
ment took its orders from the FBI, 
its own police agency. The civil- 
ian Government abdicated to the 


police arm of Government, which | 


is contrary to all our traditions. 


That comes mighty close to a 
police state. If the FBI has as- 
sumed such a commanding role in 
our Government, then we had bet- 
ter stop and consider. If the 
same thing happened in our own 
city, if the Police’ Department as- 
sumed such authority, we would 
be disturbed, and soon. 


Thig indicates how far we 
have come by successive steps 
in retreating before the “Com- 
munism” scare that has been 
promoted by certain interests. 
Naw we have blown up a Frank- 
enstein whose big and far-reach- 
ing tentacles are revealed in Mr. 
Richardson's sprawling apologia. 


The quarry is getting more and 
more numerous. Every Govern- 
ment employee now is included. 
Even those ‘who. shout loudest 
know that their wolf-cries about 
Communists in Government is pop- 
pycock. An efficient investigating 
agency could find out the few, if 
any, who actually might be dan 
gerous to national security with- 
out all the shenanigans we now 
are witnessing. 


BUT THAT, of course, would 
not suit the aims of the promoters 
of this current inquisitiom They 
want the appearance of something 
sinister for one or both of two 
purposes: Either to discredit the 
present administration, or to drive 
out of Government those who 
might have ideas about social and 
economic welfare programs that 
would infringe on private, selfish 
interests. This is indicated now 
by the latest variation, which is 
to extend the network to “fellow 
travelers,” as they call them, a 
sweeping term that could mean 
anything you wanted it to mean.

a “I may be a fool,” the old man said. “I dont 
~~ know. I guess I am. I walk over these old fields, 

and through the woods, and down along the river, 

and I think I can hear the voices of old folks, whispering in the 
wind.

Cover the meat with cold 
water and bring to a boil, Drain 
and cover with fresh hot water; 
add onion, carrots, and whole 
black pepper.
